On 9/30/80, with the authorization of AUSA 
LC] and the approval of Chief Clerk Strubbe, the exhibit 
was removed from the Court of Appeals, and placed into an 
FBI bulky exhibit room located on the 9th floor adjacent 
to the Office of the Assistant Support Services Supervisor. 
The exhibit as found in the Court's storage room was in a 
dismantled condition, and consisted of a main section, 
miscellaneous parts contained in three separate boxes, 
and a large separate wood piece bearing a déscription 
plate. .

The Federal Bureau of Investigation 
tried to use black journalists, anonymous 
telephone calls and forged letters to dis- 
rupt the New York chapter of the Black 
Panther Party in the Jate 1960's and early 
1970's, according to documents from the 
agency’s files. 

These documents concentrate on the 
New York office, but the buréau’s coun- 
terintelligence program ranged across 
the nation. In this period of the bureau’s 


| activities, 19 Black Panthers were killed 


by law-enforcement authorities or rby one 


another in internal feuds.J. Edgar Hoov- }{ 


er, the late Director of the bureau, said of 
the Panthers in this period in a memoran- 
dum urging his San Francisco bureau to 
‘be more active against them, ‘‘All infor- 
mation developed to date, Jeads to the ob- 
vieus conclusion that this group is dedi- 
cated to the principle of violent over- 
throw and will go to any Jength to further 
this aim.” 
Some letters were ‘meant to counter 
support for the Panthers among Jews. In 
Yanuary 1970 Mr. Hoover authorized 
agents in New York te send fetters.criti- 
cal of the group to guests at a Black’ ‘Pan- 
ther fund-raising party at the hoitie “of 
Leonard Bernstein, the composer and
